DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to communication filed 2/29/2008. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-7 
directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-7 have 
been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1-7 have been canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to teach or render obvious the limitation of independent claims. 
The Applicant has claims a comparison agent. 

Independent claim 8 discloses a method for real-time online search by accessing 
an offline database including URLs and compiling the information for the user 

Independent claim 29 discloses a method for real-time online search by 
maintaining an offline database including URLs and compiling the information for the 
use 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the 
allowed claim(s): 
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The closest prior art Lunenfeld (US Patent 6,789,073) teaches a client-server 
multitasking process that searches criteria. This invention contains different query 
values directed to different server address and returns the information requested. 

The closest prior art Gralla (Book "How the Internet Works") teaches search form 
using URLs and agents which are intelligent enough to know the proper syntax to 
search a server. The agent does not have to fill out forms a normal user would be 
required to fill out. 

The closest prior art Alta Vista (web pages from "wavback machine") discloses 
translation of text online from one language to another language. 

Claims 8-35 are allowed because Lunenfeld, Gralla & AltaVista references as 
discussed above as the Closest Prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a 
method of accessing and maintaining a database having vendor descriptions for a 
plurality of vendors, in different native languages including a "search form URL" 
and rules about how information is organized on each of the vendor sites. 
Specifically identifying vendor sites from vendor descriptions and URLs 
submitted directly to is not taught. .
